The application has been amended as follows: 

-Change the title to: HEADLAMP ASSEMBLY WITH BLINDFOLD FOR VEHICLE 
Amend the claims as follows: 

-Claim 1 1 , line 2, change "a reflecting surface" to -two reflecting surfaces-. 
-Claim 12, line 3, delete "said". 

REMARKS: The amendment above makes the title more descriptive of the 
invention, provides antecedent basis for the "two reflecting surfaces" in claim 1 1 , and 
deletes "said" from the limitation "two electric bulbs" in claim 12. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 
and 10-21 are allowable because none of the prior art of record suggests a headlamp 
assembly having: a blindfold member for filling a gap formed between the case and the 
reflector when viewed from the front side, wherein the blindfold member is an uneven 
surface having ridges extending laterally with respect to the vehicle; the blindfold 
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member having a surface facing and straddling an area where a side edge of the lens is 
connected to the colored inner surface of the case, wherein the surface of the blindfold 
is formed at such an angle so as to reflect the color of the inner surface of the case in a 
forward direction with respect to the vehicle; wherein the two reflecting surfaces of the 
reflector are an upper reflector and a lower reflector and the blindfold member straddles 
between the upper reflector and the lower reflector.
